OBE, Japan — Some hungry survivors got a 
ingle rice ball, a makeshift morgue did without 
ffins and hospitals struggled to find antibiotics 
d blood. 

As the death toll topped 3,000 in Kobe’s earth- 
jMiake disaster, thousands tried to flee what was 
ice a sleek and efficient city, many of them 
indaged as they limped past huge piles of rub- 
Me and collapsed buildings. 

‘Raging fires that erupted after Tuesday’s quake 
jad mostly died out Wednesday, leaving a sooty, 
jfay pallor that heightened the sense of dismay 
the city of 1.4 million. 


‘Rescuers, often working with bare hands, sifted 


through the ruins looking for survivors. 

But hopes faded with each passing hour for the 
870 people still listed as missing. 

By early Thursday, Japanese police reported 
that 3,021 people had been killed in the quake. 

More than 14,500 were injured and nearly 
20,000 buildings heavily damaged or destroyed. 

Criticism mounted that Japanese authorities, 
despite their long experience with earthquakes, 
were clearly unprepared for a disaster of this 
magnitude. 

Japanese Self-Defense Forces sent about 2,000 
soldiers and 50 aircraft to the stricken city. 

But it took more than four hours even to begin 
mobilizing them. 

Tokuichiro Tamazawa, chief of the Defense 
Agency, blamed the delay on local officials who 
“hadn’t thought of what should be done.” 

“City officials didn’t come here at all, so we 
had to do everything ourselves,” complained 
Yukiji Matsui, a volunteer running an evacua- 
tion center in suburban Nishinomiya, where 
about 500 people had taken shelter. 

“We have people who are getting weaker and 
weaker,” she said.

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“We have sick people here, but if we call an 
ambulance, if it comes at all, it takes at least 
four hours.” 

The flood of misery overwhelmed local hospi- 
tals, depleting their supplies. 

Some of the hospitals also were without water 
and were relying on generators for their electric- 
ity. 

“Our only treatment now is painkillers,” said 
Dr. Toshihiko Oi at a hospital in suburban 
Ninomiya. 

In Tokyo, the health ministry said it would 
start sending antibiotics, bandages, blood and 
other medical supplies by helicopter to the area. 

With most telephone links down, authorities 
outside the Kobe area were uncertain what 
emergency supplies were needed. 

Huge traffic jams delayed shipments of relief 
goods. 

“You had a situation where rescue efforts 
couldn’t go forward because of traffic jams,” 
Professor Hirotada Hirose of Tokyo Women’s 
University said. 

“For example, ambulances couldn’t get 
through. It was an unprecedented event, so all

the officials were confused.” 

One of the major problems facing survivors 
was finding food. Shoppers jammed the few 
Operating supermarkets and convenience stores, 
often waiting hours to get inside. More than 
120,000 people were left homeless. many of 
them going to shelters where they got just a sin- 
gle ball of rice the size of a small fist. 

Still, police said there was no looting. 

“T’ve been waiting for more than an hour. I’m 
trying to get something to drink,” one man told 
Japanese TV as he queued up with hundreds of 
others outside a convenience store. 

At a makeshift morgue at a school in suburban 
Nishinomiya, a green pickup truck delivered 
bodies wrapped in blankets. Relatives sat on 
folding chairs in the back, waiting to identify the 
bodies. 

“They're just taking pictures of the corpses 
and trying to figure out who’s who,” said one 
man, who had just identified the body of his 
younger brother. 

“The police told me they can’t do anything 
else because they don’t have enough coroners 
and they don’t have any coffins yet.”

The suit was filed on behalf of Mark 
Wilson, a nonstudent who was evicted 
from BYU-approved housing for fail- 
ing to comply with standards. 

The ACLU contended in 
Wednesday’s arguments that Wilson 
was discriminated against based on 
gender, familial status and religion.

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Unite in differences, 
_ Sister Okazaki says

“If both of us think alike, one of us 
is not necessary.” 

This proverb, said Relief Society 
General Presidency Counselor Chieko 
Okazaki, is her favorite. She used the 
proverb as the topic of her address in 
the de Jong Concert Hall Wednesday. 

After Sister Okazaki and her hus- 
band, Ed Okazaki-were married in 
Hawaii, they moved to Salt Lake City. 
With their move, they met a great deal 
of adversity as they were confronted 
with prejudices because of their 
Japanese heritage. 

“At that time the Japanese couldn’t 
buy insurance for cars or be married 
in the Salt Lake Temple,” Sister 
Okazaki said. “In my first second- 
grade class, students were withdrawn 
because their parents didn’t want a 
Japanese teacher.” 

After moving into their first home, 
she and her husband and two sons 
walked around the neighborhood, 
introducing themselves. Sister 
Okazaki said no one invited them in. 

But we “never felt bitter or resent- 
ful,’ she said. “We learned to forgive. 
We knew these individuals didn’t 
understand.” 

Sister Okazaki said she didn’t want 
to judge people, because then she 
would become like them. 

“Our gospel is a gospel of high stan- 
dards, but total acceptance,” she said. 
“Differences are just differences. 
They are not bad and do not need to 
be fixed.” 

Sister Okazaki talked about scrip- 
tures that advocate unity and being 


one. She explained this means one in 
faith, spirit and testimony. 

“There’s nothing wrong with unity. 
It’s important in the Church. 
Sometimes we misread it (unity) as 
instruction to look alike, talk alike, 
keep house the same way and serve 
green Jell-O on Sunday,” she said. 

In the middle of Sister Okazaki’s 
address, she asked the audience to 
join with her in singing hymn no. 62, 
“All Creatures of our God and King,” 
and a Primary song, “We are 
Different.” 

Speaking about the hymns, Sister 
Okazaki said, “Think about the mes- 
sage. We all have different personali- 
ties ... but we can unite and sing these 
songs.” 

While in Germany, Sister Okazaki 
said she saw the movie, “Schindler’s 
List.” 

“Oscar Schindler was not a perfect 
man,” she said. “But what we remem- 
ber and honor him for is his compas- 
sion. He saw in the Jews human 
beings like himself.” 

She said she was grateful for the 
people in her life who didn’t assume 
she was “too something” and accept- 
ed her for what she was. 

“Prejudices and discrimination are a 
crippling disease,” she said. “The 
gospel shows us a new and better 
way.’ 

Speaking to the students Sister 
Okazaki said, “You will raise a gener- 
ation who sees neither black nor 
white, bond nor free, male nor 
female.” 

“Remember, you are the generation 
living at a time when the barriers are 
coming down, so the gospel can go to 
the whole world,” she said.

ning of our nation, but Fox and Pope have 
loaded their teachings with opinions, thereby 
making our task of learning difficult and their 
course quite un-American.

Utah fights to keep tax dollars away from abortions

Threats of a lawsuit have not altered 
the position of Gov. Mike Leavitt, 
who recently issued a statement refus- 
ing to permit Medicaid to fund abor- 
tions in cases of rape or incest. 

Goy. Leavitt said in a statement 
issued Jan. 12 that he would stand 
firm next to a Utah state law which 
prohibits Medicaid funding of abor- 
tions beyond those that threaten the 
life of the mother. 

In December, a letter from the New 
York based Center for Reproductive 
Law & Policy named Jan. 12 as a ten- 
tative deadline by which the state 
should comply with a federal mandate 
allowing Medicaid funds to cover 
abortions of poor women who are vic- 
tims of rape or incest, said Doug 
Springmeyer, assistant attorney gener- 
al. 

The Center has threatened to file a 
lawsuit against the state for failure to 
comply. Communications Director of 
the Center, Andrea Miller, said federal 


law overrides state law. 

“Congress sets the guidelines,” 
Miller said. “If a state participates in 
Medicaid and receives Medicaid 
funds, then it accepts the terms of that 
floor.” 


Medicaid is a joint federal and state . 


program designed to provide health 
care for the poor. Seventy-five percent 
of Medicaid funds are furnished by 
the federal government; 25 percent 
come from the state. 

Each year, Congress appropriates 
funds to Medicaid. In 1993, the 
appropriation for the next fiscal year 
made federal funding available to 
poor women seeking abortions in 
cases of rape or incest, Miller said. 

Several states, including Utah, 
refused to change laws which denied 
the use of Medicaid funds for such 
abortions, he said. In seven states, the 
issue went to federal court and the 
states lost, Miller said. 

All of those decisions, however, 
were made in federal district courts 
and are likely to be appealed. In fact, 
the state of Colorado made an appeal 


in. the summer of 1994 that is current- 
ly pending, he said. 

Miller said the Center has not yet 
filed a complaint and has no definite 
deadline for taking action. 

“We do not want to file a lawsuit, 
but we know the law is very clear,” he 
said. 

The state, however, does not agree. 

“We feel that the federal law is 
ambiguous and that the state law is 
clear,’ Springmeyer said. 

The case is strictly an issue of 
whether or not federal law can pre- 
empt state law, he said. 

“We have had no requests for 
Medicaid funding of abortions due to 
rape or incest in the last two years. 
We do not anticipate that in an aver- 
age year more than three or four of 
these type of abortions would occur,” 
Springmeyer said. 

Regardless of the low occurrence of 
these type of abortions in Utah, non- 
compliance with federal law means, 
“women who have already been bru- 
talized by extraordinarily v>ious 
crimes are being denied coverage 


Moment of silence resolution passed

In what many feel is an attempt to 
cross the boundary which separates 
church and _ state, the Utah 
Législature’s Human _ Services 
Committee passed a resolution 
proposing that Congress legislate pub- 
lic schoo} observance of a moment. of 
silence. 

Utah House and Senate’s joint reso- 
lution, sponsored by Rep. Met 
Johnson, R-New Harmony, proposes 
that Congress amend the Constitution 
to allow for a moment of silence at the 
beginning of each school day for pri- 
mary and secondary students. 

However, many believe that this res- 
olution is in essence calling for the 
reinstitution of prayer in the nation’s 
public schools, a practice which was 
banned by a 1963 Supreme Court 
decision. Chris Allen, Utah 
Representative for the Society of 
Separationists, called the resolution a 
form of religious bigotry. 

“This resolution flies in the face of 
the very foundation of this nation, a 
nation which is based on a separation 
of church and state,” Allen said. “It’s 
‘embarrassing for the state of Utah to 
promote it. It is yet another unethical 
pandering to the super-religious 
voter.” 

Allen said the resolution was flawed 
in its-basic premise that the founding 
fathers, “acted in faith and with a 
commitment to a superior being or 
deity,” as stated in Johnson’s resolu- 
tion 

“There is no mention of either Jesus 
Christ or any other deity anywhere in 
the body of the Constitution,” Allen 
said. 

Doug Bates, legal liaison for the 
Utah Office of Education, said that 
Johnson’s resolution is “unnecessary 
and it brings dissension back into the 
schools concerning school prayer.” 

“There is nothing that prohibits any- 


one from praying silently anytime that 
they want to,” Bates said, “and for a 
school to force a student to take a 
moment of silence to permit this to 
happen is both unnecessary and a vio- 
lation of students’ rights.” 

Carol Gnade, executive director of 
the Utah chapter of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, agreed with 
Bates. 

“This is an unnecessary bill,” 
said. “It is a thinly disguised attempt 
to introduce prayer into the public 
schools, which has been proven to be 
unconstitutional.” 

Johnson, who could not be reached 
for comment, was reported 


Gnade * 


Wednesday in the Salt Lake Tribune 
as having said that his resolution did 
not aim to institute school prayer but 
instead was just “an acknowledge- 
ment that students and teachers shy 
away from moments of silence 
because they are worried about being 
sued by the American Civil Liberties 
Union.” 

Others, such as Lily Eskelsen, presi- 
dent of the UEA, are opposed to*the 
resolution because they see it as an 
infringement on the rights of local 
school boards. She argues that 
Congress is not allowed to mandate 
the actions of independent school 
boards.

Abortions in cases of rape or incest 
are legal in Utah. “This is not a ques-
